arc very few places in the coun­ 
ty where an ideal location cannot 
be found which will hold down 
the cost of filling, reduce the la- j 
bor in getting the feed out and 
furnish a satisfactory drain. 
In case a trench silo is in your 
plans for 1956, provision should 
be made for planting a crop to be 
stored in the silo. Two forage 
sorghums, Atlas Sarge and Hi- 1 
hegari, have been tried in the 
past and have proven very satis­ 
factory. There will be two test 
plots in the county with

The other varie- 
ties are Sart, Tracy, and Honey 
which might prove very good in 
this area. 


Cut Ants 
During the past month or six 
w e e k s several demonstrations 
| were given on the control ot cut 
ants. The poison used was methyl 
I bromide which is highly recom­ 
mended by entomologists. Nests 
that were treated have shown 
excellent results and it appears 
that most are completely killed 
out. A special applicator is used 
in applying the methyl bromide 
and the one in the county agent’s 
office is available for use by the 
I public. 
Clover In Lawns 
Attention was called to per­ 
sons being bothered with bur- 
clover in the lawns. It was re­ 
commended that lawns having 
this pest could be sprayed with 
2,4-D and kill the clover before a 
new seed crop could be produced. 
Many places could still be treat­ 
ed in time to prevent much of 
the clover in 1957 if treated in 
the near future. 
Worthless Trees Take W ater 
A mesquite tree requires about 
2,000 pounds of water to produce 
a pound of leaves and bark while 
800 pounds of the precious liquid 
will produce a pound of cotton or 
600 pounds 
a pound of grass. 
Worthless trees along field fenc­ 
es will rob crops of moisture 
at least fifty 
feet 
out 
in 
the 
fields. To stop this loss of vital 
soil moisture and 
nutrients, a 
one-quart mixture of 2,4,5,-T and 
IO gallons of diesel oil should be 
sprayed around the base of the 
tree. If oaks and other hardwoods 
are to be treated, a stronger so­ 
lution is required, such as one 
quart of 2,4,5,-T to 6 gallons of 
oil. 


Dirt In Your Home? 
And who hasn’t? Here’s a so­ 
lution that will cut greasy film 
and make your windows sparkle. 
Take 6 quarts of warm water, 
add *4 cup household ammonia 
and 'a cup of white vinegar. Ap­ 
ply with a sponge, rinse and pol­ 
ish with a chamois or pieces of 
an old sheet. The vinegar and 
ammonia will cut the dust and 
film on the windows. 


Use R ice? 
Use rice more often—it com­ 
bines well with fish, milk, cheese, 
eggs, vegetables and fruits. It 
can be used in many ways—as a 
main dish, in soups and salads, or 
as a dessert.

ALL SUCCESSFUL BUSINESSES TODAY GO to great 
lengths to tell their stockholders and owners, and to 
even greater lengths to let their employees know just 
how their businesses are operated. Not so, w ith our 
biggest business, the State of Texas. The press of Tex­ 
as has for years tried 
to get adequate legislation 
passed m aking it 
mandatory that all agencies 
of

He watched the events in the 
country of mustangs closely and 
keenly, and when on February 4, 
1841, a law was passed by the 
Texas Legislature, permitting the 
President to contract with groups 
and individuals for the coloniza­ 
tion of the prairies, Castro de­ 
cided to become one of such Em- 
presarios. 
The word “Empresario” ap­ 
plied to the work of colonization, 
seems to be of exclusive Texian 
coinage. Stephen Austin was one 
of the earliest and most success­ 
ful of them. Of the Empresarios 
who had contracted not with Mex­ 
ico, but with the newly born Re­ 
public of Texas, Mercer, Peters 
and Castro were known the most 
and succeeded the best. 
On January 15, 1842, Henry 
Castro signed his name to a five- 
year contract with Pres, Sam 
Houston. In accordance with its 
terms, the land west of San An­ 
tonio, which then was a wilder­ 
ness peopled by the Comanche 
and Lipan Indians, came under 
Castro’s control and into his col­ 
onisation »cheiues. Tht: eastern 
boundary of the area contracted 
crossed the country four miles 
shy of the advantageous river of 
Medina, and to correct this omis­ 
sion, Henry Castro had to buy 
the intervening lands from pri­ 
vate persons, thus making the 
Medina the eastern border line of 
his miniature state. 
Here was the land. Now for the 
people. Castro cast his practical 
and appreciative eye upon the 
sturdy and toil-loving peasants 
and artizans of the French A1 
saee and the Rhine provinces of 
Germany. Six years before the 
momentous ’48 Texas was a much 
more troublesome region than the 
Rheinish shores. There was the 
Mexican invasion of Texas with 
its sanguinary battles of 1842. 
Yet, the Alsatians and Rhineland­ 
ers craved more space, freedom 
and wealth than was their lot in 
their old Patrie and Heimat. A- 
bove all, there was the wish for 
adventure, the element responsi­ 
ble for many a wave of migra­ 
tion, perhaps no less responsible 
than the much-talked-about eco­ 
nomic, 
religious, 
political 
or 
what-have-you forces. 
C a s t r o published pamphlets 
with maps, both in French and in 
German, painting the Texas vis­ 
tas in most alluring hues. A late 
historian calls Castro a “ publicist 
of international repute” . Another 
says that “ his tastes were liter­ 
ary” . His descriptive and argu­ 
ing ability helped him to recruit 
his colonists easily and rapidly 
under most adverse conditions. 
The main obstacle was pre­ 
sented bv the resentful attitude 
of the French government to­ 
wards Castro’s plans. The minis­ 


ters of Louis Philippe saw in 
Castro a strong competitor to 
their own schemes of colonizing 
the unruly Algiers with Alsatians. 
But Houston assisted Castro by 
appointing him the Texan Consul 
General in Paris, But Castro had 
money and determination. And on 
November 13, 1842, Ebro, the first 
ship chartered by h i m , sailed 
with 113 colonists from Havre 
for Texas. Then the Louis Phil­ 
ippe raised her anchor from the 
mud of Dunkirk haven, and so 
did the 
Lyons 
in Havre. 
The 
next May, the Jeanette Key left 
Antwerp on a like mission. All 
t o l d , seven hundred pioneers, 
men, women and children, left 
for America on these five ships 
under the empire-building Jew’s 
auspices. Other ships followed m 
the ensuing years, the last one 
leaving in 1846, and so accom­ 
plishing a record of 27 ships and 
over five thousand emigrants, or 
457 single men and 485 families— 
ten members per each fecund 
family on the average. 
The first town was laid out on 
the western bank of the Medina 
River and by a unanimous vote 
of tne colonists was caiied Cas- 
troville. The French and German 
pioneers appreciated the untiring 
efforts of their Hebrew leader. 
The relations were friendly, even 
a bit sentimental and enthusias­ 
tic. When, shortly after the found­ 
ing of Castroville, the Empresar­ 
io had to leave on a brief trip 
to France, his charges answered 
his farewell address thus: 
“ Our best wishes accompany 
you on your voyage and we take 
this occasion to express to you 
our ardent desire to see you re­ 
turn soon among us to continue 
to us your paternal protection.” 
On his subsequent return with 
new pioneering parties, Castro 
founded the towns of Quihi, Van- 
denburgh and D’Hanis, all west 
of Castroville. The settlement of 
these colonies wras a bold sten, in 
the opinion of one of the old Tex­ 
as recorders, for the location was 
exposed to the attacks of bandits 
and degenerate Mexicans on the 
west and to the hostile Indians on 
the North. 
“ Castro confronted dangers un­ 
known to the first American col­ 
onists in 
1822.” 
continues the 
s a m e historian, “ for besides 
these savages, now accustomed 
to the use of fire-arms, the set­ 
tlement challenged inroads from 
the whole Rio Grande Mexican 
frontier, which in 1822 furnished 
friends and no enemies to the 
foreign colonies in Texas.” 
He calls Castro’s work and a- 
chievement entitling his name ‘‘to 
b* enrolled a m o n g the most 
prominent pioneers of civilization 
in modern tim es” . In another 
old book Castro’s feat is anorais- 
ed as “ a masterly undertaking.”

I never have been afraid of a 
new idea, doesn’t make any dif­ 
ference if most of the new ones 
aren’t any improvement on the 
old ones, but I ran across one 
the other night that has me wor­ 
ried. 


According to it, there’s a move 
on to eliminate paying govern­ 
ment employees by check. 


U n d e r the proposed system, 
say a man was working for the 
government. Instead of being is­ 
sued a check every week, he’d 
just be given credit at the bank. 
This, they say. would eliminate 
the tremendous job of writing 
checks for millions of government 
workers each week, would elimin­ 
ate long lines at the bank, etc. 
I don’t know about this. About 
the only time actually a lot of 
people have any money is the in­ 
terval between the minute they 
get their pay check and the min­ 
ute they deposit it at the bank, 
on account of they’ve already 
written enough checks to take it 
up. They’re not depositing money, 
they’re covering cheeks.

Gov. Allan Shivers has asked 
the Democratic State Executive 
Committee to 
consider placing 
on the Ju ly ballot a referendum 
on “ interposition.” 
“ Interposition” as it is being 
used in 
this 
case 
means 
“ to 
stand between.” And the Federal 
Government’s 
interference 
with 
States Rights is what Governor 
Shivers refers to. He seeks 
to 
place the Texas Legislature be­ 
tween the people of Texas and 
“ The abnormal extension of pow­ 
er by the Federal Government in 
all its branches— Legislative, Ex- j 
ecutive and Ju d icial.” 
Shivers contends that certain 
rulings are beyond the power of 
the court. Therefore the referen­ 
dum to be voted on 
in 
Ju ly 
would be a 
declaration by 
the 
people of Texas that US Supreme ' 
Court decisions on such 
matters 
as the Tidelands, integration and 
the Federal Power Commission’s 
control over gas are inapplicable 
because they go beyond Federal 
jurisdiction. 
If approved by the people, the 
referendum would be a mandate 
to the Legislature for them 
to 
vote for submission of a Federal 
constitutional 
amendment 
firm ­ 
ing up and defining State Sov­ 
ereignty. 
While other states are using in­ 
terposition in a negative fashion, 
Shivers plans to use it in a pos­ 
itive way to protect the state’s 
righs. He is strongly opposed to 
the extension of power 
by 
the 
Federal Governmen 
at the 
ex­ 
pense of state and local govern­ 
ments. 
“ Interposition” will be an often 
used 
word 
during 
the 
coming 
months. People w-ho do not like 
the idea say it is “ nullification.” 
Shivers contends he is opposed 
to nullification as being contrary 
to t r u l y constitutional govern­ 
ment.
